HE celebrated German heraldic authority, Siebmacher, 
makes note of the fact in connection with this family, who 
used the longer spelling RuefT in the homeland, that 
Emperor Rudolph II raised with diplomas, dated January 
2, 1602, the provost of the prebendary monastery at 
Klosterneuberg, Thomas RuefT, to knightly nobility and 
granted him an augmentation of his armorial ensign. His 
grandfather was counsellor of the government, his father a Doctor of Law, and 
himself previously teacher at the high school and canon prebendary at St. Stefan 
in Vienna. On July 28, 1600, he was elected provost, received the Imperial sanc- 
tion the following month, and in the same year he was mitred in St. Stefan’s 
Church. He occupied this dignified office until his death in 1612. 



I 

JOHN J. RUF, a member of the German family, who was also the founder 
of the line in America, was born at Worms in Hesse, Germany. He settled in 
Albany, New York, appearing in the Albany Directory of 1854-55, as “John J. 
RofT, boat stores.” John J. Ruf married, in Germany, Katherine Plantz, who 
was maternally descended from the Flahr family, and after a short residence in 
Albany they went West to Des Moines, Iowa. 



II 

FRANK ALOYSIUS RUF, son of John J. and Katherine (Plantz) Ruf, 
was born in Albany, New York, April 4, 1856, died in St. Louis, Missouri, May 
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28, 1923. He attended public schools until he was fifteen years of age, and then 
began work to finance his advanced education, later attending the Benedict Col- 
lege at Atchison, Kansas. Thereafter he was employed for a short time in St. 
Joseph, Missouri, eventually coming to St. Louis, where for fifteen years he was 
employed by M. W. Alexander, at that time the leading druggist of the city. Dur- 
ing this time he not only gained the complete confidence of Mr. Alexander, but 
had acquired capital which, with a loan from his father, financed him in the part- 
nership of Frost and Ruf, operating a drug business at the southeast corner of 
Seventh and Olive streets. Mr. Frost subsequently sold his interest to John 
Watson Cox, and Mr. Ruf and Mr. Cox continued equal partners in business 
until Mr. Ruf’s death. Until 1888 they conducted a general drug business, but 
in that year branched out in a line which brought both reputation and fortune, 
the manufacture, in accordance with a formula that had belonged to Mr. Ruf 
even before his entry into the drug business, of what is now one of most widely 
known medicines in the world, Antikamnia (opposed to pain), which was placed 
upon the market as a headache and neuralgia remedy. A few statistics best illus- 
trate the growth and present magnitude of the enterprise. At incorporation the 
capital stock was but $5,000, but as rapidly as the growth took place it became 
necessary to interest new capital and the company was reorganized and incor- 
porated under the Missouri laws with a capital of $500,000. From the time of 
organization until his passing, Mr. Ruf was president and treasurer of the com- 
pany, and many of the improved methods of advertising and popularizing their 
product had their source in his keenly active mind. Increase of business con- 
tinued upon an unprecedented scale and larger quarters became necessary, a fact 
leading to the opening of a new laboratory and offices of the Antikamnia Remedy 
Company at Nos. 717-25 Locust Street, a part of the site now occupied by the 
Mercantile Trust Company. Here the growth of the business and the conse- 
quently inadequate accommodations were repeated, and in 1896 a building for the 
company’s use was erected at Nos. 723-31 Olive Street, a location which sufficed 
for eight years, when the demands of trade dictated removal to the present build- 
ing at Nos. 1622-24 Pine Street, the company’s home since 1902. Until Mr. 
Ruf’s death there had been no change in the personnel of the company’s officials 
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since the retirement of Mr. Frost, whose interests were taken over by Mr. Ruf. 
Within three decades this business developed from unpretentious proportions to 
the largest in its field in the world, with offices and laboratories in London, Paris, 
and Madrid, and distributing depots in all of the larger cities of the civilized 
globe. 

Mr. Ruf, in his identification with the Antikamnia Remedy Company, 
illustrates in convincing force the classical adage: “An institution is but the 

lengthened shadow of a man.” It is significant, however, that Mr. Ruf’s influ- 
ence fell not only upon this company but upon numerous others which he served 
in official capacity and to which he devoted the best of conspicuous practical tal- 
ents. He was a director and executive committeeman of the Mercantile Trust- 
Company of St. Louis, with a capital and surplus of $10,000,000; president of 
C. F. Gallagher Medicine Company; president of the Herriott Polish Company; 
president of the Cinderella Heel Corporation, a half million dollar firm manu- 
facturing aluminum heels for ladies’ shoes; president of the Actoid Remedy 
Company; vice-president of the Bowen Motor Railways Corporation, building 
gasoline motor cars for use on railway tracks; vice-president of the Watters 
Corporation, capitalized at $3,000,000, manufacturing the Indexograph and 
other Watters office devices. The nature of his business associations, ranging 
from the conservatism of banking to the development of new industries in untried 
fields, proves his freedom from the bondage of traditional methods and courses 
of business procedure. He was a most accurate judge of markets and the popu- 
lar inclination in buying, and this innate capacity for determining the commer- 
cial merits of a commodity was translated into vast profits for him and his asso- 
ciates. “The Bulletin of Commerce” published an article concerning Mr. Ruf 
during the years of his great activity and from this the following quotation is 
made : 

He is seemingly retiring in his disposition, not given to argument 
or controversy, and yet when touched upon matters of business or a 
subject engaging his interest, he is prompt in the expression of his 
opinions. The business side of his character is strict and decisive, 
displaying an energy that permeates every detail, and yet his man- 
agement is highly diplomatic, governing without a seeming effort and 
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en & a gi n g an interest without appearing to urge it. His decision, how- 
ever, is emphatic and conclusive within himself. He strikes only while 
the iron is hot and ductile — never when the metal is cold and hard. 
Hence he can fashion it to his purpose without struggling against 
impractical conditions. No misleading feature or breath of deception 
is tolerated in any of his transactions, having the wisdom to know and 
the experience to demonstrate that intergrity is the only ladder to 
climb if you expect to reach the top. Such men are not plentiful. They 
may be strong in a few points and sadly out of balance in many. It is 
the mentally even, well rounded up man, who never flies off at a tangent 
like a dirigible air ship, that courts and wins success. A combination 
of qualities evenly adjusted are better and stronger than a genius with 
a single purpose. 

He has been characterized as a “man of the people,” filled to the 
brim with energy, living for a purpose and never losing sight of that 
fact; prompt and decisive in business, less of a talker than an energetic 
worker and a distinct organizer of success. He is a man of faultless 
integrity to himself and others, one who believes in the principles of 
justice and is no friend to deception and double dealing. He is a pro- 
motor of good fellowship and high-class citizenship. His principles 
and convictions of right are his party and his religion. He is patriotic 
because he loves his country and obeys its laws. He is one who never 
withholds a right nor imposes a wrong. He is, therefore, a good 
neighbor, encouraging by helpful example and otherwise those in mis- 
fortune or distress. Upon matters of public concern and business 
affairs his judgment is frequently consulted as an. authority because of 
the standing, wide experience and confidence he enjoys among the peo- 
ple. It is a worthy and deserving record to make of such men, for they 
should be remembered hereafter and their good deeds not allowed to 
perish from the earth. 

When he turned from the demands of the world of affairs, Mr. Ruf had 
artistic interests of unusual breadth and he devoted himself to them with the 
fervent ardor of a connoisseur and expertly informed art lover. He was deco- 
rated by the Shah of Persia with the Order of the Lion and the Sun because of 
his fame as a judge of Oriental fabrics and his diligence in their collection, espe- 
cially Persian rugs, the decoration ceremonial taking place in the ante-rooms of 
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Mr. Ruf s office, the walls, floors, divans and balustrades of which were decorated 
for the occasion with Persian rugs and fabrics of exquisite design and color, 
many of them being centuries old and representing a fortune in value. Mr. 
Ruf also owned a large number of paintings by old masters and their schools 
and maintained a gallery to which the public was regularly admitted. Like many 
patrons of the arts, whose time is heavily levied upon by business demands, he 
was compelled to rely often upon the advice and judgment of those specializing 
in works of art and it is no discredit to him that his confidence and trust were 
on occasion abused. He was an art patron of a rare type, a man who held the 
preservation of the works of the masters as a sacred obligation, and who believed 
that such preservation realized its full purpose only when the public-at-large 
was permitted free access to them for inspiration and instruction. 

Mr. Ruf participated in political affairs only as a private citizen, and 
although he was a Republican in alliance his tendencies were strongly toward 
independence. He held all degrees of Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite Masonry, 
fraternizing with Cornerstone Lodge, No, 324, Free and Accepted Masons ; St. 
Louis Chapter, No. 8, Royal Arch Masons; St. Aldemar Commandery, Knights 
Templar; and St. Louis Consistory, also affiliating with Moolah Temple, Ancient 
Arabic Order Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. He was a member of the advisory 
board of the St. Louis School of Fine Arts, and a member of the St. Louis Art 
League, St. Louis Symphony Society, the Zoological Society, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Missouri Athletic Association, and the St. Louis, Racquet, Noon- 
day, Century Boat, Automobile, and Riverview clubs. He was also a gurantor 
of the Municipal Opera, his support of this institution being in line with his 
constant readiness to aid in placing the best artistic advantages at the disposal 
of his fellow-citizens. Mr. Ruf was extremely fond of travel and business 
affairs, and his art interests combined to give him opportunity for the indul- 
gence of this liking, although he gave little time to formal recreations, and was 
an advocate of the strenuous life. 

Frank A. Ruf married, at Buffalo, New York, in 1897, Alpha Haight. 
(Haight IX.) Mrs. Ruf survives him, a resident of St. Louis, where she has 
always joined her husband in works of civic benefit. 

After her husband's death her sister, Caroline Haight Hatch-Adams, was 
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her close companion until the death of Mrs. Adams, February 21, 1931. Mrs. 
Adams was a woman of exceptional sweetness of character and disposition, justly 
and sincerely proud of her distinguished lineage. Mrs. Ruf has erected a mauso- 
leum to her memory in Forest Lawn Cemetery, Buffalo, New York.

Hinman in his “Catalogue” puts him at Windsor, Con- 
necticut, in 1639, where on February 28, 1640, he was granted eighty acres of 
land on the west bank of the Connecticut River. Removing to Fairfield, Con- 
necticut, he purchased from John Green a home lot of three acres, March 6, 
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1649. He later purchased five more lots, but he was in Stamford, Connecticut, 
before his death, and the inventory of his estate was taken there. 

Simon Hoyt married (first), in 1612, at the Parish Church in Upway, Dor- 
setshire, England, Deborah Stowers, daughter of Walter Stowers. (Stowers 

II.) He married (second), after coming to America, Susanna Smith (Stiles 
says in Scituate), who survived him and married (second) Robert Bates. She 
died in Stamford, Connecticut, in 1674.

DANIEL HAIGHT, son of Benjamin and Bridget Haight, was born July 
1 S> * 79 2 > * n Monkton, Vermont, in that part which was subsequently set off to 
Starksboro. His people later moved to Bristol. Daniel Haight appears to have 
been a soldier in the War of 1812, but whether he enlisted from Starksboro or 
Bristol is not known, the records telling of his service, but not revealing the 
place of his residence at the time of enlistment. Record of his service is shown 
in the following extract from the adjutant-general’s office in Montpelier, 
Vermont : 

Daniel Haight enlisted as Private, April 22, 1813, to April 21, 1814, 
in Captain James Taylor’s Company, 30th Regiment. Also on Muster 
Roll, dated November 30, 1813, to December 31, 1813. 

And in the adjutant-general’s office at Washington, District of Columbia, 
is the following record of his service : 

Daniel Haight, private, 30th United States Infantry; enlisted 
August 22, 1813, for the period terminating August 21, 1814. He is 
borne on the roll of Capt. Johnson’s Detachment, September 18, 1813, 
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as present; on the roll of Capt. Brown’s Company, November 30, 

1813, present; on the roll of Capt. J. Taylor’s Company, December 

31, 1813, present, and on the roll of Capt. G. Spencer’s Company, Feb- 
ruary 28, 1814, as absent on furlough. 

It will be seen that in one record the date of enlisting is given as April 22, 
while in the other it is August 22. This slight discrepancy is probably due to 
the entries having been made by different clerks in different offices. Such dis- 
crepancies often occur in early records. Daniel Haight married, June 18, 1815, 
Mariah Hatch, daughter of Jeremiah and Elizabeth (Haight) Hatch. She was 
born December 5, 1795-96, and died in Bristol, Vermont, March 9, i860.

WILLIAM EDDYE, A. M., Vicar of the Church of St. Dunstan, of the 
town of Cranbrook, County of Kent, England, 1591-1616, was born in Bristol, 
England, about 1562, and died at Cranbrook, November 23, 1616. He was edu- 
cated at the University of Cambridge, St. John’s and Trinity colleges, Cambridge, 
England; and he was made vicar of St. Dunstan Church in Cambridge, in 
August, 1591, continuing as such until his death. He married ( first) , November 
20, 1587, Mary Fosten, daughter of John and Ellen (Munn) Fosten, born in 
1568, died July 18, 1611. He married (second), February 22, 1614, Sarah Tay- 
lor, a widow. Sarah is mentioned in his will.

SAMUEL EDDYE, son of William and Mary (Fosten) Eddye, was born 
in Cranbrook, England, in May, 1608, and died in Plymouth, Massachusetts, in 
1685. He, with his brother John, left London August 10, 1630, in the ship 
“Handmaid,” John Grant, captain, arriving at Plymouth, Massachusetts, Octo- 
ber 29 (N. S. Nov. 9), 1630. He bought his first house and land May 9, 1631, 
of Experience Mitchell, located at Spring Hill at the end of Main Street, and 
he lived there from 1631 to 1645. In 1633 he was made a freeman. In 1637, 
and at subsequent dates, he had land set off to him in Plymouth. He was one of 
the original purchasers of Middleboro, Massachusetts, having purchased with 
several of his neighbors this large tract of land from the Indians. “His portion 
included several hundred acres in the northern section of the town, and a part of 
the town of Halifax, and there as his descendants multiplied grew up the little

village of Eddyville.” It is interesting to know that on the land originally pur- 
chased by the Pilgrim Samuel Eddy was standing in 1920 the mansion once 
occupied by Zachariah Eddy, Esq., and now held by his descendants. 

Samuel Eddy in 1643 is enrolled “among those who bore arms.” He mar- 
ried Elizabeth (possibly Savory), who died in 1689, “aged 81 years.”

CALEB EDDY (note elimination of final “e”), son of Samuel and Eliza- 
beth (Savory?) Eddye, was born in Plymouth Colony, in 1643, and died in 
Swansea, Massachusetts, March 23, 1713. In 1661 he was a resident in John 
Brown s family of Rehoboth, and he and his brother Zachariah received from 
Mr. Brown a deed of one hundred acres of land in Narragansett. He was among 
the first settlers in Swansea, Massachusetts, being there in 1667, and he was a 
deacon in the Swansea church. In the division of lands between the brothers, in 
1706, he took half of the lands belonging to his father on the west side of 
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l'.ARN \RD C‘ \STLE. 

Barnard Castle, as part of the lordships of Gainford. is said to have l>een 
granted bv William Rufus io Guy Baliol Bernard, son of Guy Baliol, who built the 
castle and called it after himself. Castle Bernard (Barnard). To the men of the 
town which grew up outside the castle walls, he gave, about the middle of the 
twelfth century, a charter making them burgesses and granting them the same priv- 
ileges as the town of Richmond in Yorkshire. This charter was confirmed by Ber- 
nard Baliol. son of the above Bernard. Other confirmation charters were granted 
to the town by Hugh, John, and Alexander Baliol. The castle and landlordship 
remained in the hands of the Baliols until Joint Baliol. King of Scotland, forfeited 
them with his other English estates in 1296. Barnard Castle was then seized by 
Anthony, Bishop of Durham, as being within his palatinate of Durham. Edward I, 
however, denied the Bishop’s right and granted the castle and town to Guy Beau- 
champ. Earl of Warwick, whose descendants continued to hold them until they 
passed to the crown by the marriage of Anne lYevill with Richard III, then Duke of 
Gloucester. In 1630 Barnard Castle was sold to Sir Henry Vane, and in the same 
year the castle is said to have been unroofed and dismantled for the sake of the 
materials of which it was huilt. Though the castle has long been reduced to pic- 
turesque ruins, its name is preserved in that of the little market town which has 
grown up around the site of the old castle, and in the parliamentary division of 
Durham which includes that site. The market town of Barnard Castle, in Barnard 
Castle, parliamentary division of Durham, England, is beautifully situated on the 
steep bank of the River Tees, alxmt seventeen miles west of Darlington, by a 
branch of the >?orth Eastern Railway, and in T901 possessed a population of 4,421. 
A noteworthy building in the town is the octagonal town hall, dating from 1747, 
and there are other interesting structures, but the object of chief interest is the 
ruined castle which gives the town its name. Its remains extend over a space of 
more than six acres. Interest in the picturesque old ruin is increased by the fact 
that Barnard Castle is the scene of the principal events of Sir Walter Scott’s 
“Rokeby.” In the vicinity of the town are Egglestone Abbey, on the Yorkshire 
bank of the river; Rokeby Park on the same bank, at the confluence of the Greba; 
and the massive fourteenth century castle of Raby. The principal industry of the 
little town at the present time is shoe thread, and corn is the staple article sold in its 
markets.

SAMUEL (3) EDDY, son of Caleb and Mehitable (Luther) Eddy, was 
born in Swansea, Massachusetts, November 8, 1736. He lived in Warren, Rhode 
Island (formed from Swansea, and Barrington, Massachusetts, January, 1746), 
in Scituate, Rhode Island, in Windsor, Massachusetts, and lastly, in Vermont, 
where his death occurred. 

In 1768 Samuel sells a piece of land, his wife signing off her dower rights, 
and his father and brother, Caleb and Caleb, Jr., witnessing the deed. After this 
date he disappears from Rhode Island; he probably removed in 1768 or 1769. In 
the Revolutionary War he rendered service at various times. He enlisted as a 
private in the company which became famous as the “Silver Greys,” and later he 
became a lieutenant. The record of his service as shown in the “Eddy Family 
Association Bulletin” follows :

The United States census records show Samuel Eddy a resident of Windsor, 
Massachusetts, in 179°- Just when he left Windsor for Wallingford, Vermont, 
is not known, but it was probably between 1800 and 1810. He is buried in the 
Whitney Cemetery in Dorset, Vermont, where the gravestone record gives his 
death, August 23, 1811, in his 79th year”; however, in an old family notebook 
belonging to one of his descendants the following record is found: “Wallingford 
this April 6 day 1811 de Parted this life rachal the wife of Samuel Eddy” and 
“November 12 day 1812 de Parted this Samuel Eddy.”

Hall 

ALL as a surname comes from the Anglo-Saxon H all or 
Halle , a superior dwelling, one more pretentious than that 
of the “rank and file” of the people found throughout Eng- 
land during the period when surnames were coming into 
use. The name is of local derivation, taken by those who 
first used it from their residence in, or near such a hall. 
Entries appear in the earliest rolls and registers for the 
most part with the locative prepositions de, de la, at, atte, and at ye. Families of 
the name were well established and prominent among the peerage and landed gen- 
try in England for several centuries. More than a hundred armorial bearings are 
recorded for individuals and family groups bearing the name Hall. A curious 
tradition attaches to the granting of the coat-of-arms used by the Halls in Amer- 
ica today. This arms, it is said, was granted to one John Hall, an eminent phy- 
sician of the court of England, who was called to attend a child of the Royal fam- 
ily, all others having despaired of its life. Dr. Hall ordered that the root of the 
columbine be given the child, who in consequence of this treatment recovered. 
The grateful King knighted Hall of Coventry, and ordered the device of three 
Columbines to be grouped about the chevron of his shield. The Latin motto, 
Tur piter desperatur, signifies literally, “It is shameful to be despairing.”

JOHN HALL, the immigrant ancestor of the Halls, of Wallingford, Con- 
necticut, was born about 1605, in England, came to America in 1633, and was a 
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freeman of the Massachusetts Colony in 1634. His autograph signature is found 
on the Colonial records of New Haven, Connecticut, in 1639. His name appears 
often in those records, mostly in reference to pieces of land. He fought in the 
Pequot War, and was freed from training in 1665, being then in the sixtieth year 
of his age. In 1670 several of his sons joined a company and settled in Walling- 
ford, the father going with them at that time, or soon after, and becoming one of 
the original proprietors. He and his son John were chosen selectmen in 1675. 
He died March 3, 1676-77, making an oral will on his deathbed. 

John Hall married Jean or Jane Woolen, who had previously lived with Wil- 
liam Wilkes, of Boston. She probably came to this country with the Wilkes fam- 
ily, for William Wilkes paid her fare and gave her three pounds a year for her 
services in his family for five years. He also promised her ten pounds as a gift 
when she should marry.

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ATCH is a name derived from an old Anglo-Saxon word 
Hacche, meaning a door or floodgate, and it is also the 
term for a bar or gate across the highway in a deer forest 
to prevent deer escaping. As a surname it signifies a 
dweller at or near such a gate. The ancient Hatch family 
took its name from the place of its habitation in the parish 
of South Moulton, Devonshire, England. The earliest 
record of the name is found in the Domesday Book of A. D. 1086, under the 
form Hache. In 1273 the name Richard de la Hacche appears in the Hundred 
Rolls of Wiltshire, and that of John atte Hache in those of Oxfordshire. 

The Devonshire Hatch family is the source of nearly every armorial Hatch 
family, including those of Cornwall, Berkshire, and probably of County Kent. 
Two important branches sprang from the original line; possibly one of these was 
the Hach who was a lord and baron of Parliament in the days of King Edward I, 
1272, established in Wiltshire, At least it is definitely known that of two eminent 
branches, one was at Hach and Wooly, whose daughter and heiress became the 
second wife of Baldwin Mallet, solicitor of King Henry VIII, 1509; the other 
was at Aller in South Moulton, which intermarried with such honorable families 
as those of Giffard, Bluet, Chichester, Fortescue, Mallet, etc. 

It has not been proven that Thomas Hatch of Barnstable was of the Dev- 
onshire and Cornwall pedigree, but it has been stated that he was of Devon, and 
that “he came from England in the ship ‘Mary and John’ 300 tons t Capt. Squib, 
master, to Dorchester, Massachusetts.” That his descendants helped to name 
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towns in the new country after old Devon and Cornwall cities, such as Falmouth 
and Barnstable, has been taken as evidence that his home was in that locality.

In 1660 
Jonathan Hatch and Isaac Robinson, as the first white settlers,, each built a log 
house at Succonnesset, which place on June 4, 1686, was set off from Barnstable 
as the town of Falmouth. His farm at Falmouth contained eighty acres, and for 
several years he was the agent of the proprietors, employed at times in mapping 
out the bounds of lots, and attending to the sales and transfers of rights.

Ross 

S many other old and highly honorable names, this name of 
Ross is easy to trace in Europe, but becomes extremely 
difficult to follow after the family settled in America. 
Records were kept carelessly, for pioneer men had hard 
facts to face and could not set great store or importance 
upon dry documents, then many towns and buildings were 
destroyed by fire, and perhaps the greatest difficulty is that 
names became changed and corrupted. The name of Ross becomes in the records 

Roffe, Roefe, Rose, Russ and Ruff. The name takes one back to old Scotch 
history. 

The Earldom of Ross was founded in 1160, when Malcolm-au-sagart was 
created first Earl of Ross by King Malcolm I, of Scotland. For two and one-half 
centuries the immediate descendants possessed the Earldom. Ferquant, second 
Earl of Ross, held the Earldom until his death in 1275. William, son of Fer- 
quant, was third Earl of Ross, William, son of William, was fourth Earl of 
Ross. Through his mother he was descended from the Scottish Kings. Hugh, 
fifth Earl of Ross, succeeded to the Earldom in 1322. Earl Hugh, from whom 
sprang the Rosses of Balnagowan, succeeded his father. He led his clan at the 
battle of Haledon Hill and was killed. 

During the period of the government of the Commonwealth in England, 
Prince Charles, son of King Charles I, and later as Charles II, made several 
attempts to regain the throne of England. In one of these attempts he gathered 
some twelve thousand of his followers in Scotland and made an invasion into 
England, directing his course toward London. Reaching the city of Worcester 
he encountered the Puritan army under command of Cromwell, with thirty- five 
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thousand men, and suffered total defeat. Some ten thousand of these Scotch 
soldiers were taken prisoners. This battle was fought September 3, 1651, and it 
is known that Rosses from the eastern part of Ross-shire, at least, participated at 
Worcester, for records show that David, Lord of Balnagowan, was captured and 
died a prisoner in London, also records show one William Ross, who held the title 
of Lord, was held prisoner at Winsor, so it is probable that numbers of their fol- 
lowers were among the captured. 

The young, strong, and able-bodied of these prisoners received especial atten- 
tion. The English, fearing that they would return to Scotland and later cause 
more trouble to them, determined to place the prisoners beyond the possibility of 
such a course. A great number were sent to the American colonies and bound to 
the planters for terms of service from six to eight years’ duration. We have 
record of one shipload of these prisoners, which left London early in November. 
1651, arriving in Charlestown, Massachusetts, probably late in December, and on 
the passenger list were the names of nine Rosses. From these nine men all the 
early Ross families were descended, but at a later date many Scotch and Irish 
settlers came into New England. Maine and Massachusetts have their full quota 
of Rosses, Vermont had only nine of this name who were heads of families in 
1790. It has been impossible to trace the Ross of present interest with any 
certainty. 

The coat-of-arms emblazoned on a preceding page is one that may be owned 
by the members of the Ross family of Scotland, which is where our family of 
present interest appears to have come from,

HE name Parmelee is a compound of the word palmer, the 
medieval term for the religious pilgrim who made the 
journey to the Holy Land, and lee or lea, meaning a 
meadow; thus the* name Parmerley or Parmelee signifies 
literally “the meadow that belongs to the palmer.” The 
name is found in a variety of spellings, as Parmelie, Par- 

^ mele, Parmale, Parmely, Parmalee, Parmly, and Palmer- 

ley. The original forms appear to have been Parmerlee or Parmerley, and it is 
under the latter form that the name of the founder of the family in America is 
entered in the list of the “Elizabeth and Ann” passengers for New England in 
1635. (Bardsley: “Dictionary of English and Welsh Surnames.”) 

The family is said to have had its origin in a noble Belgian house, of the name 
Parmelie, which for many centuries was seated in the province of Parmelie, a few 
miles south of Liege. During the days of the Inquisition, when Belgium belonged 
to Spain, Maurice de Parmelie, one of the leading reformers of the Church of 
Rome fell under the persecution of the Duke of Alva. He was compelled to 
choose between renouncing his heretical beliefs or stand trial for “seditious blas- 
phemy in openly condemning the Catholic faith.” His estates were confiscated 
and he fled to Holland about 1567, where he was welcomed by the Staadholder, 
and settled at Helverssluys, founding there the house of Von Parmelee. His 
third son, Johannes, became the Baron of Batavia. According to the muniments 
at The Hague, Johannes Von Parmelee received a grant “in the territory of New 
Batavia, upon the Hudson River, of three thousand ells frontage by nine thousand 
ells depth, to be located by the commissioners acting by authority of the States 
General.” From Johannes Von Parmelee is descended the family of John Par- 
melie (Parmalee) of Connecticut. j f> 
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The following account is taken from the little booklet entitled “The Parmly 
Family,’’ the data contained therein having been collected by the late Wheelock 
H. Parmly during his lifetime: “About the year 1639 a band of Christians, 
together with their pastor, left Guilford, England, a small town near London, 
and entered the harbor of Fair Haven, Connecticut, and on September 29, 1639, 
purchased from the Indians what is now the central part of Guilford, Connecticut, 
and located there. On the journey to this country they entered into a covenant, 
which is now preserved in the Massachusetts Historical Society at Worcester. 
The covenant is as follows : 

We, whose names are herein written, intending by God’s grace to 
plant ourselves in New England, and it may be in the southerly part 
about Quinpisac (New Haven) do faithfully promise each to each for 
ourselves and families and those that belong to us, that we will, the Lord 
assisting us, sit down and join ourselves in one entire plantation, and to 
be helpful each to the other, in any common work, according to every 
man’s ability and as need shall require, and we promise not to desert or 
leave each other on the plantation but with the consent of the rest or a 
greater part of the company, who have entered into this engagement. 

As for our gathering together in a church way, and the choice of offi- 
cers and members to be joined in this way, we do defer ourselves until 
such time as it pleases God to settle us in our plantation. 

In Witness Whereof, we subscribe our hands this first day of June, 

1639- 

This covenant was signed by twenty-five persons, and among them John 
Parmelie. The pastor of the church, who accompanied them, was Henry White- 
field, who also signed this covenant. He returned to England about twelve years 
afterward. De Boe, in his genealogical history, also states that these colonists 
came in the first ship that entered the harbor of New Haven, Connecticut, and 
that they named the town where they settled, Guilford, after the town of the same 
name in Surrey County, England. As further evidence that the family is of Bel- 
gian origin, it is said, by those who are familiar with the subject of heraldry, that 
the name was very common in the Tyrol and in Holland. 

John Parmelie, who signed this covenant, is supposed to be the ancestor of 
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all those bearing the name of Parmelee, spelled in various ways, throughout the 
United States. From the time of their landing on American soil, the Parmelees 
have played honorable and in many instances courageous parts in the life of the 
communities in which they settled.

Arms — Sable, a chevron wavy between three fleurs-de-lis argent. 

Crest — A tiger's head erased ermine maned and tusked or.

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OR generations the forefathers of the Fish family have 
lived in England, especially in Leicestershire, and the 
neighboring counties, Northampton and Warwick. The 
earliest record of the name in England appears to be that 
of Yvo Fisch, who was in Yorkshire in the year 1200 . In 
1310 John Fische was alderman, and later bailiff of the 
city of York, and a William Fish (also spelled Fische and 
Fyssh) was alderman of York in 1332 and 1367. The early spelling of the name 
indicates Saxon origin. From the fourteenth century on, the name spread to 
other counties of England, including Durham, Northampton, Leicester, and War- 
wick, but it is only from I559> when parish registers were introduced by order of 
King Henry VIII, that ancestries can be traced with accuracy. In the parish 
register of East Farndon, Northamptonshire, is recorded the baptisms of 
Ambrose, Jonathan, John, and Nathaniel Fish, sons of Thomas and Mary 
(Sprigge) Fish. The three sons, Jonathan, John and Nathaniel came to America 
about 1635, settling first in Lynn, Massachusetts, later in Sandwich, and it is 
from these three immigrants that most of the name in America are descended. 
Since Jonathan Fish settled eventually in Newtown, Long Island, and John in 
Connecticut, it is undoubtedly from Nathaniel Fish that the family of immediate 
interest is descended. 

NATHANIEL FISH, baptized June 20, 1619, in East Fardon, Northamp- 
tonshire, England, was the son of Thomas and Mary (Sprigge) Fish, and grand- 
son of John and Margaret Fish, of Great Bowden, Leicestershire, England. 
Upon coming to America he settled first in Lynn, Massachusetts, but in 1637 
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removed to Sandwich, Massachusetts, where he lived during the remainder of his 
life, his death occurring in Sandwich in 1693. He married, in 1643, in Sandwich, 
Massachusetts, Lydia Miller, daughter of the Rev. John Miller.

NATHAN FISH, who is undoubtedly the grandson of Nathaniel and Lydia 
(Miller) Fish, is probably the son of Nathaniel, who was born November 27, 
1648. All evidence points to this son as his father, but absence of early records 
makes it impossible to prove. He was probably born in Sandwich, Massachusetts. 
The earliest date found pertaining to this Nathan is of his marriage. He was 
married, December 25, 1686, to Deborah. This information is found in the Fal- 
mouth vital records, but there the surname of Deborah is undiscernible. In the 
history “Ancient Landmarks of Plymouth, Massachusetts,” p. 111, by W. T. 
Davis, is the statement that Nathan Fish married, in 1687, Deborah Barrows, 
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the difference in the year of marriage being accounted for by the reckoning of 
years from the, old style to the new. In a list, dated June 3, 1712, Nathan Fish's 
name appears as one of the proprietors of the “New Purchase,” on the border of 
Sandwich, Massachusetts, but which was in that part called Falmouth.

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Titus 

HE Titus family of this country came from the parish of 
St. Catherine, near Stansted Abbots, Hertfordshire, some 
thirty miles north of London, England. The Rev. Anson 
Titus, Jr., of Weymouth, Massachusetts, in his pamphlet, 
“The Titus Family in America,” advanced the opinion that 
Robert Titus, head of the American family, was probably 
of the same family as Colonel Silas Titus, who played a 
prominent part in the politics of his day in England. The father of Colonel Silas 
Titus was also named Silas, and his mother's name was Constantia. Silas Titus 
and Constantia were parents of three sons : Silas, who has been referred to as 
colonel ; Stephen ; and one other, whose name is not known, but who it is thought 
may have been the Robert, American ancestor of the Titus family of present 
interest. Credence is given this assumption from the fact that the name Silas is 
found so frequently among Robert's descendants.

ROBERT TITUS, first of the name in America, was born in 1600 in Eng- 
land, probably in St. Catherine's Parish, near Stansted Abbotts, Hertfordshire. 
He embarked at London for America, April 3, 1635. The following entry is to 
be found in the Public Record Office, London : 

Theis under written names are to be transported to New England, 
imbarqued in ye Hopewell, Mr. Wm. Bundick. The p'ties have brought 
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certificate from the Minister & justices of Peace that they are no Sub- 
sedy men, they have taken the oath of Alleg. & Supremacie : 

Robert Titus, husbandman of St. Katherin’s (aged) 35 - 

Hannah Titus, uxor 3 i- 

Jo. Titus 

Edmond Titus 5 * 

They arrived at the port of Boston, and proceeded to the present town of 
Brookline, near Muddy River, where the family remained for two or. three years, 
when they removed to Weymouth, Massachusetts, some nine miles to the south- 
east. Their land is described in the records of the town of Weymouth, and was 
located in the present village of North Weymouth. In the spring of 1644, Robert 
Titus, with some forty other families, removed with the minister of Weymouth 
parish, Samuel Newman, to the town of Rehoboth, where he became one of the 
founders of the first parish, and held numerous public offices of importance. He* 
was commissioner for the Court of Plymouth from Rehoboth during the year 
1648-49, and 1650 and 1654. He subsequently had some trouble with the author- 
ities because he harbored Abney Ordway and family, and soon gave notice of his 
intention to leave the colony. He sold his property to Robert Jones, of Nantasket, 
and about 1654 emigrated to Long Island. According to Thompson, his sons 
Samuel, Abiel and Content, were freeholders in Huntington in 1661. John, the 
eldest son, remained in Rehoboth, and Edmond settled in Hempstead, as early as 
1650. The will of Hannah Titus, widow of Robert Titus, was made May 14, 
1672. Letters of administration were granted her son, Content, by Governor 
Andros, her death having occurred in Huntington, Long Island, in 1679.
